Tt becomes even 
more difficult when it relates to Islam and Tassawaf I am 
going to reproduce definition of Tassawaf (Sufism) from 
my book, A Guide to Islam (available from The Islamic 
Center of Sacramento - hineaf.net). 1 have also included 
explanation of important terms used in Tassawaf. 


Readers of English language, may be familiar with 
the term "SUFISM", Sufism is the English translation of the 
Arabic term "Tassawat", which is derived and composed 
from "Saad-Wa-Fay or soof" and literally meaning "wool", 
However, "Sufism" or "Tassawaf" means to dedicate one's 
life to the way of a Sufi. 


Hazrat Data Gunj-Buksh -RA has defined "Sufi" as 
Mashaikh-e-Tareeqat (scholars of Sunnah and great Sufi 
teachers) and Aariffan-e-Haqeeqat (those who know the 
reality or the Truth)". According to Hazrat Data Gunj- 
Buksh, "Sufi" is synonymous with the the Quranic term 
"Wali-Allah" or "friend of Allah". 


Hazrat Abu-ul-Faiz Soban bin Ibrahim Zun-noon 
Misri -ra (180-246 Hijri) said, "Sufi is the person who has 
abandoned every thing and taken hold of the door of 
Allah". 

Hazrat Syed-dut-Taifa Abu-ul-Qasim bin 
Mohammad bin Junaid Baghdadi -ra (died 298 Hijri) said, 
` "Sufi is the person who lives and dies for the sake of Allah" 


meaning submits in totality to Allah. 


Kashf-ul-Mahjoob by Hazrat Data Ganj-Buksh, is a 
unique book on Islamic Tassawaf by a great Sufi of Sth 
century Hijri. Since that time, it has been accepted as an 
authority on its subject by great Sufis. 


Hazrat Data Ganjbuksh is Syed Ali Haujwayri -RA 
s/o Uthman s/o Ali s/o Abdur Rekhman s/o Sujah s/o Abu- 
ul-Hassan Ali s/o Hassan Asgher s/o Zaid s/o Syedna Imam 
Hassan s/o Syedna Ali Al-Murtazda -May Allah be pleased 
with all of them.

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SOME BASIC TERMS 


BAIYAH OR BAIYAT 

Baiyah or Baiyat literally means "pledge, 
agreement" and it is used in the meaning of "pledge of 
allegiance or declaration for faithfulness and loyalty". 

Baiyah or Baiyat being command of Allah and 
established Sunnah of the prophet, is not an exclusive term 
of Tassawaf. Baiyah has been used widely through out 
Muslim world and Muslim history in the political, religious 
and spiritual areas, 


MURSHID OR SHEIKH 

Sufia (Sufis or plural of Sufi) call their teachers and 
leaders "Murshad or Sheikh". Murshad literally means 
leader and guide, and, Sheikh literally means "old person, 
wise, leader. But these are not exclusive Sufi terms. All 
Muslims use these terms for their religious teachers 
and leaders. Mashaikh is the plural of Sheikh. 


MURREED 

Murreed literally means "the one who has made 
intention or the one who respects". Disciples of a Sufi 
Murshad or Sheikh at least in the initial level are called 
"Murreed". Sufia have also used terms of "Murreed-e- 
Sadiq" or "the true and sincere Murreed" and "Murreed-e- 
Mujazi" or "symbolic Murreed". 


ZIKR 


Zikr literally means "the remembrance". Zikr is and 
has been a prominent and common characteristic of all 
Sufia, yet it is not an exclusive Sufi term. The Quran has 
called itself and Salaat (five daily prayers) also "Zikr". The 
Quran has commanded all Muslims: 

"O you who believed, remember Allah (do Zikr of 
Allah) much and glorify Him morning and evening." 
Al-Ahzab 33 (41-425 


SALOOK and SALIK 

"Salook" literally means "to travel" and "Salik" 
means "traveler". In Tassawaf "Salook" means "the 
traveling of a Salik (or a Sufi in the initial level) on the 
path of Tareeqat under the guidance of a Murshid. 
Manaazil-e-Salook is used in the meanings of "different 
levels of Salook. 


TAREEQAT 

"Tareeqat" literally means" manner, mode, 
method, system and creed". Tassawaf and Tareeqat are 
used inter-changeably for the same meanings. "Peer-e- 
Tareeqat" means Murshad or Sheikh of Tassawaf. 


HAQEEQAT 

"Haqeeqat" literally means "truth, reality, the true 
nature". In Tassawaf "Haqeeqat" is used in the meaning of 
the true nature of Eman (belief) or the true spirit of Eman. 


QURB 

"Qurb" literally means "nearness". In Tassawaf 
"Qurb" means nearness to Allah or nearness to the true 
spirit of Eman and Islam. 


KHAJA 


"Khaja" literally means "leader" or "master" and it 
has been used in various meanings in Urdu, Farsi and 
Arabic. In Tassawaf "Khaja" has been used as a title of 
Khaja Moeen-ud-Din Chishti, in the meaning of "an 
accomplished Sufi or the one who has achieved "Qurb". 
Khaja-e-Khajgan means master of masters. 


HOW TO READ ABBREVIATION: 


Islamic etiquettes require that after the name of a 
Muslim, a Sahabi (Companion of the Prophet (SAW), a 
Prophet and Allah (SWT), we should add acknowledgment 
or a Dua (or a supplication). We did that by using following 
abbreviations: 


RA- Rukhmat-tullah-Alay 
(May Allah's Mercy be upon him / her) 


RA should be read as Rukhmat-tullah-Alay, when 
it has been used after the name of a Muslim. 


RA - Razi-Allah-ho Anho or Razi-Allah-ho Anha 
(May Allah be pleased with him / her) 


RA - should be read as Razi-Allah-ho Anho or 


Razi-Allah-ho Anha, when it has been used after 
the name of a Sahabi or a Sahabia. 


SAW - Sullala-ho Alay-hay Wa-Salum 
(Peace and Blessings of Allah be upon him) 


SAW -should be read as Sullala-ho Alay-hay Wa- 


Salum, and it is used only after the name of Prophet 
Mohammad (SAW). 


SWT - Subhana-hu Wa Ta'ala 
(Glorified is He and Most High) 


SWT -should be read as Subhana-hu Wa Ta'ala, 
and it is used only after the name of Allah (SWT).

LIFE AND CONTRIBUTIONS 


PARENTS AND ANCESTORS 


The ancestors of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) were prominent in 
worldly wealth and Islamic knowledge for generations. 
Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA), the great grand father of the 
Hazrat Khaja (RA) was Khalifa-e-Majaz of Hazrat Moosa 
Pak Shaheed Multani (RA) and was very keen in his 
Riazzat and Abadat. Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali's 
parents were living in the village of "Dhool Bala", in the 
North-East of Sial Sharif near Sahiwal. Hazrat Khaja Sher 
Karam Ali (RA) completed his religious education and 
learning Quran from a prominent true Alim at Peshawar. 
After completion of his religious education, Hazrat Khaja 
Sher Karam Ali (RA) went for Hajj and Ziarat-e-Madina 
with his teacher and stayed in Madina. During his stay at 
Madina, Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA) benefitted 
from the great Islamic scholars there and had the unique 
honor of cleaning the yard of Masjid-e-Nabawi. 


Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA), in his dream 
was directed by the Prophet (SAW) to go to Baghdad 
Sharif. There in Baghdad, at the Darbar of Hazrat Ghos- 
ul-Azam Sheikh Abdul Qadir Jelani (RA), Hazrat Khaja 
Sher Karam Ali (RA) served as water carrier. While he 
was in Baghdad, in his dream was blessed with the visit of 
Hazrat Ghos-ul-Azam Sheikh Abdul Qadir Jelani (RA) 
and was directed to go to Multan in the service of Hazrat 
Moosa Pak Shaheed Multani (RA). Hazrat Khaja Sher 
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Karam Ali (RA) came to Multan and made Baya with 
Hazrat Moosa Pak Shaheed Multani (RA). Hazrat Moosa 
Pak Shaheed Multani (RA) granted Khalafa and 
permission to Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA). 


By the time, Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA) 
came back to his ancestral village of "Dhool Bala" his 
parents and close relatives had all departed this world. 
Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA) was in a jungle that he 
remembered a dream which he saw in Madina. On the 
basis of that dream, Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA) 
realized that this was his residence, this the place of his 
tomb and this place will be substitute of Janat-tul-Baqia 
for him. 


Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA) choose to 
settle under a tree in that jungle and busied himself with 
his Riazzat and Abadat. Slowly his fame spread far and 
near, and the visitors began to come for Ziarat. Hazrat 
Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA) built there a Masjid, a well 
and some houses for the convenience of the visitors. 
Many people benefited from Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali 
(RA). 


Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA), according to 
the advice of his Sheikh married a pious lady of noble 
family and had five sons: 


1- Hazrat Mian Abdul Karam (RA) 

2- Hazrat Mian Mohammad Yar (RA) 
3- Hazrat Mian Taj Mahmood (RA) 

4- Hazrat Mian Mohammad Moosa (RA) 


5- Hazrat Mian Abdur Raheem (RA) 


Among these sons of Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA), 
Hazrat Mian Taj Mahmood (RA) was Hafiz of Quran and 
accomplished Alim. Once he recited the whole Quran in 
the presence of his great father Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam 
Ali (RA) and got his special prayers. He is the one who 
purchased five hundred Begas land from the owners of 
village Hindwan and establish the village of Sial Sharif. 
He made Hajj twelve times and died in Hijaz during his 
last Hajj. 


Hazrat Hafiz Burkhodar (RA) was son of Hazrat 
Mian Taj Mahmood (RA). 


Hazrat Hafiz Burkhodar (RA) had a son Hazrat 
Hafiz Mohammad Sharif (RA) who made Baya with 
Hazrat Miran Syed Mohammadi Qadri Bharvi (RA). He 
completed Manaazil-e-Salook and was granted Khirqa-e- 
Khalafat. Allah (SWT) blessed him with four sons: 

1- Hazrat Mian Mohammad Panah (RA) 

2- Hazrat Mian Mohammad Yar (RA) 

3- Hazrat Mian Khuda Yar (RA) 

4- Hazrat Mian Ahmed Yar (RA) 


Hazrat Mian Mohammad Panah (RA) was of great 
esteem and was known for Kashf and 
Karamit. Many influential people and Sadaat were among 
his Mureeds. He was very generous and caring for the 
poor and needy. He rebuilt the tomb of Hazrat Khaja Sher 
Karam Ali (RA). 


Hazrat Mian Mohammad Yar (RA) was kind 
hearted and of great esteem. He lived life of a simple 
peasant but full of great love for the Prophet (SAW). 
Whenever he did Zikr of Darood-e-Sharif or wrote it, 
tears from his eyes will not stop and he will stay in the 
state of special ecstasy for long.

Hazrat Mian Mohammad Yar (RA) married 
Hazrat Janat Bibi (RA) and they became the parents of 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA). 


Hazrat Janat Bibi (RA) was daughter of Hazrat 
Moulana Abdur Rehman (RA) of village "Pohla", which is 
just one mile from Sial Sharif. The family of Hazrat Janat 
Bibi (RA) also belong to Sial tribe. Hazrat Janat Bibi 
(RA) was Hafiz-e-Quran and spent her most of time in 
Abadat and Riazzat. 


Hazrat Janat Bibi (RA) had established a Madrisa 
for girls. In this Madrisa Hazrat Janat Bibi (RA) was 
teaching the girls of her village to memorize Quran. It is 
due to this blessing that even today 
in that village there are many women Hafiz of Quran. 


Hazrat Janat Bibi (RA) was often busy with Zikr 
and Abadat. However, when she was carrying this Wali- 
Allah in her womb, she was spending even more time in 
Zikr and Abadat. She was doing Wird of Darood-e-Pak 
more often. She used to recite every night before her sleep 
forty one time Surah-ul-Yaseen. 


About a century after her death, her great grand 
son Hazrat Sheikh-ul-Islam Khaja Hafiz Mohammad 
Qamer-ud-din Sialvi (RA) decided to open her grave for 
the purpose of building a tomb. When her grave was open, 
it gave out such a good smell that the whole village 
gathered in the graveyard to witness this Karamit.

Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was born in 1314 Hijri (1799 
AD). The room where Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen 
Sialvi (RA) was born remained a source of attraction for 
many people for long time. 


Long time ago, Hazrat Moosa Pak Shaheed 
Multani (RA), on the basis of his intuition had foretold to 
Hazrat Khaja Sher Karam Ali (RA) that from his children. 
there will be a blessed person who will benefit people 
world over. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) became the manifestation of that 
blessed person.

Hazrat Khaja Ghulam Fakhar-ud-din Sialvi (RA) 
said that Malik Mohammad Khan Nathoka (grandson of 
late Malik Ahmed Khan) narrated: He heard from his 
grandfather and his grand father heard from his 
grandfather that: Once Hazrat Ghos Baha-ul-Haq Zakria 
Multani (RA) was going from Multan to Bhihra, when he 
reached this place, (where now is the tomb of Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi -RA) he came down from his horse back. He 
picked a hand full of dirt from this place and kissed it, 
Then he keep walking for some distance before riding on 
his horse. When asked by his attendant, he explained that 
he showed respect to the place as he smelled the presence 
of a Ghos-e-Kamil. He further said that this place will be 
respected and will be kissed by many. He also said that 
the Ghos-e-Kamil will come much later. The Nathoka 


tribe remembered the spot and when Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), 
after his Khalafa came and settled there, the whole tribe 
accepted him as Murshid. 


THE BACKGROUND

"STATS 
Two tribes of Punjab are called "Sial". One lives 
around Jhang. These people are from Rajpoot of India and 
their great grandfather became Muslim in the presence of 
Hazrat Baba Fareed-ud-Din Ganj-Shakir (RA). 


The other "Sial" are from Khokher Qutab Shahi 
and they traced their root to Hazrat Abbas son of Hazrat 
Ali Al-Murtadza (RA). They are called Sial, as one of 
their elders was named "Sal" which later on became 
"Sial". The village of Sial Sharif is know due to the tomb 
of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Chishti Sialvi (RA). The Sajjada Nasheen of 
this tomb are honored through out the world especially in 
Pakistan and Punjab. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Chishti Sialvi (RA) was forty one generation 
from Zaman Ali aka Khokher bin Oan Qutb Shah and 
Qutb Shah was eight generation from Hassan son of 
Abdullah son of Abbas son of Ali (RA). As the Awan 
Qutb Shahi traced their roots to Hassan son of Abdullah 
son of Abbas son of Ali (RA), so do Sial Khokher also.

EDUCATION AND TRAINING 
OF 
HAZRAT KHAJA SHAMSUL 
AARAFEEN SIALVI (RA) 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was only son of Hazrat Mian 
Mohammad Yar (RA). So he got special attention for his 
education. He begin to memorize Quran and at the age of 
five and completed in two years. After becoming Hafiz of 
Quran, he turned his attention to the prevalent Islamic 
education. 


It is recorded in Mara-tul-Aashaqeen that 
Sahabzada Mohammad-dud-Deen asked, sir, how was 
your educational period? On that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) said: 


I took lesson of "Karima" and "Nam-e-Haq" for 
two months at Makee-Dhok. Then I went to maternal 
uncle - Ahmed Din at village Makhad Sharif and began to 
learn "Pand-nama-e-Attar" until I completed all the 
prescribed books of poetry. For the next thirteen years, I 
studied Sarf-o-Nahv and Mantaq from Molvee 
Mohammad Ali (RA). Then I went to village Ikhlas and 
studied for two years. First year I studied Sharah Waqaia 
and the second year I studied Muttawal. Next six months, 
I spent in Kabul learning Hadaya Sharif and also got 
Certificate in Hadith. 


Later on Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) came to Tonsa 
Sharif and became a disciple of Hazrat Khaja 
Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA). Hazrat Sialvi (RA) 
studied books like Lawah-e-Jami, Lamhilat Iraqi, Sharah- 
e-Lamhilat-e-Jami, Sawa-us-Sabeel, Kashkol-e-Kalimi 





and Murgah-e-Kalimi. Khaja Sialvi (RA) said: 


I used to come to the presence of Khaja Tonsvi 
(RA) with the books like Lawah or Lamhilat under my 
armpit, then when he used to notice me, he used to call 
me and give me lesson. He displayed great kindness to me 
during the lessons. One day Khaja Tonsvi (RA) was 
staying at Dervashkhana of Mahar Sharif. A big crowed 
was sitting around him that he noticed me with my book. 
He nodded for me to come close. I went close to him and 
opened my book.

TEACHERS

We are going to present brief biographies of two 
teachers of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA): 


Hazrat Mian Mohammad Afzal -RA (Makee- 
Dhok) 


Ustad-ul-Ulama, Hazrat Mian Mohammad Afzal 
(RA) was born at Makee-Dhok on Zulhajjah 24, 1193 
Hijri (Corresponding to Jan, 12, 1780 AD). His family 
line goes through thirteen generation to Syedna Hazrat 
‘Ali Al-Murtazda (RA). His forefathers had moved from 
Um Sharif in district Khushab to Makee-Dhok. It is 
recorded in history that he had established his Madrisa-e- 
Nazamia Chishtia before 1800 AD. He had completed his 
education under his father Hazrat Khaja Abdul Khair son 
of Badr-ud-Din son of Sher Mohammad (RA). There 
have been many Hafiz of Quran in this village for long 
time. He was master of Hadith, Fiqh and Mantiq also. 
There were thousands of students in his Madrisa from 
all corners of India as well as from Kabul, Qandhar and 
Sawat. 


It is very painful that time has removed many 
valuable personalities and useful institutions from this 
world. 


When Sikh attacked Punjab, this area also was not 
spared. To stop the destruction of Ranjeet Singh, Hazrat 
Mian Mohammad Afzal (RA) join Jihad along with other 
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Ulama and Mashaikh, his friends and students. He became 
Shaheed (Martyr) at Fatah-Jang. It is said that Sikh did 
not allow many dead bodies to be picked and buried for 
many months. When finally Muslims were allowed to pick 
their dead, they saw the wound of Shohada (Martyrs) still 
bleeding even after such a long time. This tragedy 
happened in 1835 AD. Hazrat Mian Mohammad Afzal 
(RA) became Shaheed on Saffar 9, 1251 Hijri 
(Corresponding with June 6, 1835 AD). His body was laid 
to rest at Qabristan-e-Shaheedan near Makee-Dhok 
district Attock. 


The armies of Ranjeet Singh burnt his library and 
collection of rare books. 


Hazrat Mian Mohammad Afzal (RA) was source 
of guidance and attraction for many people. He was kind, 
loving and caring person. Even the name of his village 
“Makee-Dhok" reflects his affectionate character. "Dhok" 
means home or house and "Makee-Dhok" was originally 
called "Mian-kee-Dhok". Later on it was abbreviated as 
"Makee-Dhok". 


Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ahsan Chishti (RA) 
son of Hazrat Mian Mohammad Afzal (RA) was a great 
scholar and Dervish-e-Kamil. Hazrat Moulana 
Mohammad Ahsan Chishti (RA) was Khalifa-e-Majaz of 
Hazrat Khaja Kareemullah Buksh Tonsvi (RA). Khaja 
Ghulam Yahya, Moulana Mohammad Qasim and Moulana 
Ghulam Saber (RA), sons of Hazrat Mian Mohammad 
Afzal (RA) were great scholar of their time. Among the 
students of Hazrat Khaja Ghulam Yahya (RA), Molvee 
Ghulam Rasool of Unni district Gujrat became famous. 


Hazrat Moulana Hassan-ud-Din (RA) 
(Ikhlas) 


Hazrat Moulana Hassan-ud-Din (RA) was born at 
village Ikhlas, district Attock in 1169 Hijri 
(Corresponding to 1756 AD). He studied from various 
teachers of India and made baya with Hazrat Khaja 
Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA). He spent his life in 
teaching at Ikhlas. Fifty of his students became well know 
scholars of Islam. ‘ 


Hazrat Moulana Hassan-ud-Din (RA) died on 
Rajab 18, 1326 Hijri (Corresponding with April 21, 1821 
AD). His body was laid to rest at the main Qabristan of 
Ikhlas, district Attock. He survived by a son. Now, his 
grand son Qazi Mahmood-ul-Hassan is Masnad Nasheen. 


According to "Anwar-e-Shamsia" he completed 
lessons on Hadith from Hafiz Draz Kabuli (RA), It is 
recorded in "Mara-tul-Aashaqeen" that Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) said: "When I was staying at 
Molvee Ghos Mohammad (RA), he opened the chapter of 
"Samah" from Mishkat Sharif......". 

It is more likely that he got certificate in Hadith from 
Hazrat Moulana Ghos Mohammad (RA) in Kabul. 

It is recommended that for Hazrat Moulana 
Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) and Hazrat Khaja 
Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) readers should see « 
"Mara-tus-Salykeen fi Halaat-tul-Kamayleen" published 
by Makki Press Gujranwala. Despite all the efforts, we 
could not find any detail on Hazrat Mian Ahmed Din -RA 
(maternal uncle of Hazrat Khaja -RA) and Hazrat 
Moulana Ghos Mohammad Kabuli (RA) Kabul, 
Afghanistan. 
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EDUCATION AND LEARNING PERIOD 
OF 
HAZRAT KHAJA SHAMSUL 
AARAFEEN SIALVI (RA) 


Signs of greatness of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) were 
noticed and acknowledged by some elders even while he 
was a student. 


While Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) used to come from 
Makhad Sharif to visit his parents, he used to pass 
through the village of Deenpur. A great spiritual 
personality - Hazrat Mian Mohammad Akram -RA was 
living at Deenpur. Hazrat Mian Mohammad Akram -RA 
used to stand up for respect of this young student and 
used to accompany him to some distance out of his 
village. One of the servant of Hazrat Mian Mohammad 
Akram -RA noticed it and said probably you respect this 
young student for his father - Mian Sher Karam Ali Qadri 
(RA). Hazrat Mian Mohammad Akram -RA said, "no", 
perhaps, you can not see his spiritual greatness. A day will 
come, when this young man will be ruler of the spiritual 
kingdom He will be very famous. Many people will seek 
guidance from him. Many great people like Mian Sher 
Karam Ali Qadri (RA) and thousands like myself will be 
honored to attend and serve him. Hazrat Mian 
Mohammad Akram -RA advised his son Mian Murad 
Buksh (RA) that after his death, he (the son) should make 
baya with Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) and he did so. 


While Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was one of students 
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of Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) at 
Makhad Sharif, he some time he could not join the other 
students in the collection of bread from the village, as was 
customary at that time. It was boarding school (Madrisa) 
and some jealousy among students was natural. The other 
students would not share their bread with Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) when felt hungry, used to go to river, Where 
farmers used to wash turnips. They dropped turnip leaves 
there. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) used to pick these turnip leaves 
and eat. 


Somehow, his teacher Hazrat Moulana 
Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) learnt about this and he 
began to invite Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) to sit on his cot and 
join him in eating. The teacher, Hazrat Moulana 
Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) ate while sitting on the 
cot. Now, all the students except Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) sat on the 
floor while eating, as a sign of respect for the teacher. 
This was special sign of recognition to Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
by his great teacher Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali 
Makhadvi (RA). 


There was a young Imam in the village of Misriyal 
district Attock. Who spent lot of his time in Abadat and 
Zikr. However he was harsh on strangers and did not let 
them stay overnight in the Masjid. Once Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), 
while he was student, came to Misriyal, was forced by 
this young Imam to spend night outside the Masjid in cold 
weather. 
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Later on when Allah (SWT) blessed Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
with Wilayat, a person from Misriyal came to visit him. 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) asked this person about that young Imam. 
When Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) learnt that he is old and still 
living. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) remarked, Allah (SWT) gives 
long life to some people who cause suffering to others. 
Allah (SWT) must have some wisdom in it. 


Hazrat Khaja Ghulam Fakhar-ud-Din Sialvi (RA), 
narrated this that: 

When Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), went to Kabul, he 
had hard time in finding some place to stay. One day he 
saw that Amir Sher Ali Khan, the ruler of Afghanistan 
along with his guards was riding his horse. Hazrat Khaja. 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
jumped in front and got hold of the reins of the royal 
horse. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) said to the king, "will you not 
give us some place to stay". The king was amused by this 
abrupt demand and said, "why not?" The king hosted 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) at his palace for three days. 


The teacher of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) at Kabul was very 
kind and affectionate to him. The teacher was also Qazi or 
chief justice of Afghanistan and was insisting that Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA) should become his son-in-law and stay 
in Afghanistan. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) begged his teacher 
that he was the only son of his parents and could not 
decide on this issue without his parents.

Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) 
was a great scholar, very humble in Abadat and Zikr. He 
was source of guidance for a multitude of people. He was 
still looking for a Murshid who can provide him with 
spiritual guidance. He went to see quite a few 
personalities but was not satisfied with any of them. 


One day some one mentioned about Hazrat Khaja 
Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA). After listening the 
description of Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi 
(RA), Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) 
decided to go to Tonsa Sharif and see for himself. Hazrat 
Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) also took with 
him his favorite student Hazrat Khaja Shamsu! Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) to Tonsa Sharif 
They rode a boat up to Daira-Deen-Panah and from there 
rented a mule and rode to Tonsa Sharif. 


When they reached in the presence of Hazrat 
Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA), he asked them 
from where they came. They said, from Makhad. Then 
Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) asked 
them, "How is Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) 
? Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA 
replied, "Sir, I am present in your service". On that 
Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) stood up 
and embraced Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi 
(RA) and showed great admiration for him, Hazrat Khaja 
Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) hosted Hazrat 
Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) in a separate 
guest house. Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi 
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(RA) was resting in this guest house, while Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
instantly decided to accept Hazrat Khaja Mohammad 
Suleman Tonsvi (RA) as his Murshid. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) did not want to wait for his 
teacher Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA). 
Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) accepted 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) as his Mureed. The Murshid directed his new 
Mureed to offer Nawafil Awabeen and Hifzul-Eman after 
Maghrib and to say Darood ten times after every Salah. 
The Murshid further said, "This is enough Wazeefa for 
you until you are a student. Once you have completed 
your education, then you may be asked to do more." After 
receiving this blessing Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) went to his teacher 
Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) and 
rested. 


Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) 
had seen signs of greatness in the virtuous character of his 
student - Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali 
Makhadvi (RA) had no son and he thought that he could 
make his student - Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) his spiritual heir. So 
that Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) could continue the religious work 
started by his teacher. 


However, when the parents of Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
learnt about such a plan by their son's teacher, they were 
terrified by the idea of separation from their son. They 
went to Tonsa Sharif and presented their fear in front of 
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presented their fear in front of Hazrat Khaja Mohammad 
Suleman Tonsvi (RA). After listening to the problem, 
Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) wrote a 
letter to Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) 
saying: "You have imprisoned this humble servant. Let 
him go with his father. You can not hold some one's son." 
Furthermore, he wrote to Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) that he 
should go with his father and fulfill the Sunnah of Nikah. 


According to the order of his Murshad-e-Kamil, 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) came to home at Sial Sharif. He kept "Orad" 
and "Wazaif" accordingly. He used to make several visits 
on foot to Tonsa Sharif during a year and used to stay at 
Tonsa Sharif at least forty days. Later on when old age 
weaken him physically, he was forced to take a ride on 
such visits.

It is recorded in Mira-tul-Aashaqeen that he said: 
"Mureed should love his Murshad and Sheikh 
more than any other person." 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) believed to love and serve his 
Murshad and Sheikh was a source of blessing and a sign 
of good luck. He traveled with Hazrat Khaja Mohammad 
Suleman Tonsvi (RA) for fourteen time from Tonsa Sharif 
to Mahar Sharif. During these travels Hazrat Khaja 
Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) was riding a fast horse 
and Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was running with love and 
affection in front of his Murshad's horse, while carrying 
the luggage of his Murshad. Peoples, who saw these 
scenes of love and affection, had great admiration for the 
dedication of this young Mureed. 


Mahar Sharif is about one hundred and fifty miles 
from Tonsa Sharif. During that period, the whole path 
between these two places was through jungle and desert. 
There were no roads, water was hard to find. There were 
not many populated places on this way. 


Once during these trips, Hazrat Khaja Mohammad 
Suleman Tonsvi (RA) left for Mahar Sharif in summer. It 
was hot and Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) as usual was running bare feet in 
front of Murshad's horse. The tender feet of the young 
Mureed were hurting badly due to heat and thorns. The 
Murshad noticed this and asked the Mureed to stop. The 
Murshad gave his own shoes to the Mureed to wear on 
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his feet. So that his feet May not hurt any more. The 
Mureed was greatly honored to receive his Murshad's 
shoes but instead of putting them on his feet, he tied the 
shoes on his head. 


After some time, Hazrat Khaja Mohammad 
Suleman Tonsvi (RA) noticed that his Mureed is still 
walking bare feet and asked him what happened to the 
shoes. The Mureed Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) replied, " I put those 
shoes on my head and that is where they belong." On that 
Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) was 
greatly pleased, he came down from his horse back and 
embraced his Mureed - Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). Only Allah knows, 
how much blessings were granted to Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
due to this affection of Hazrat Khaja Mohammad 
Suleman Tonsvi (RA). 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) used to say that he had spent 
fourteen years in the service of his Murshad - Hazrat 
Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) waiting for 
special occasion when he may receive some special 
blessings. There were only two such special occasions. 
One was the above narrated one. The other one was visit 
of Hazrat Khizer (AS), 
which we shall narrated in the coming pages. 


Hazrat Mahboob-e-Subhani Khaja Syed Ghulam 
Hyder Ali Shah Jalalpuri (RA) has narrated that: 

Our Murshad, Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) kept on traveling to 
Tonsa Sharif for forty years. When he used to come back 
home at Sial Sharif, he was restless and used to leave 
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again for Tonsa Sharif. He walked so often through the 
desert that he created a special path of his own. As he was 
not following the usual path that most of the people were 
walking. 

He used to carry a Pashmeen Blanket with him, 
using it either on or under him depending on the hot or 
cold weather. Our Murshad used to accompany Hazrat 
Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) whenever he 
went to Mahar Sharif or to Pakpatin Sharif running in 
front of his Murshad's horse. On the way where ever 
Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) stopped 
and rested, it was duty of our Murshad -Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
to clean and feed the horse. He keep doing this service 
until old age did not permit him. 


Hazrat Mahboob-e-Subhani Khaja Syed Ghulam 
Hyder Ali Shah Jalalpuri (RA) said that, Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
told us that: 

One day during the travel of Mahar Sharif, I ran 
lot and when we reached a destination. I was tired and my 
body was aching. I went to a Masjid and laid down, 
thinking that this is becoming difficult and I my not be 
able to continue this. When I got up next morning, I was 
still thinking on the same subject. I heard a shepherd 
passing by and singing some thing, which gave me new 
inspiration and courage. I got up and went on as usual 
running in front of Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman 
Tonsvi (RA). 


Once during the travel towards Mahar Sharif, 
when leaving Multan, my teacher left some thing behind. I 
went back to Muitan to get that thing for my teacher. 
While I was gone, Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman 
Tonsvi (RA) noticed my absence and stopped his horse. 
He asked about me. People explained about my absence 
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but he said: 

"We are all blind and do not know where to go. 
We may fell down in some ditch. He was the only one 
with eye sight and you sent him away." 

When I came back, Hazrat Khaja Mohammad 
Suleman Tonsvi (RA) said to me, "stay with me and leave 
the others." 


Later on when Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) became old and was 
leaving with Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi 
(RA) to Mahar Sharif Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) asked 
his assistant that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) should be 
offered a horse or camel for riding. However, there was 
no spare horse or camel left for Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
and all of them were already assigned to others. So, 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) went on walking on foot as 
usual. 


When the caravan reached Mahar Sharif, Hazrat 
Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) asked his 
assistant, “which camel or horse you gave to Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA)?" He replied, "all the camels and horses 
were distributed among the others and we could not give 
any to Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA)." 
Hazrat Khaja Mohammad Suleman Tonsvi (RA) was so 
upset on this reply that he said to the assistant, "May 
Allah make you crazy". The assistant tore his clothes and 
lost his conscience. Then Hazrat Khaja Mohammad 
Suleman Tonsvi (RA) called the other assistant whose 
duty was to distribute beds and food. He asked this 
assistant, "did Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) got special bed?" 
He replied, "no sir." Then asked him, ""did Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA) got special food?" He replied, "no sir." Then 
he called Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) asked him about his 
ride, bed and food. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) thanked his 
Murshad for all the blessings and comforts and did not 
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complain about any thing, On that Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi 
(RA) said to Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) that he should 
return to his home and rest there. 


It is recorded by the compiler of "Nufahat-ul- 
Majoob" that: 

Once our Murshad, Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was 
coming back from Tonsa Sharif. He met a group of 
robbers in the desert, who intended some mischief. Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA) lifted a stone and the robbers began to 
beg and sought peace. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said to 
the robber, "I am just one person, why you are so afraid?" 
They said, "we do not see just you alone, we see 
thousands standing with stones in hand. If they all threw 
their stone at us we will have no place to go." 


Tonsa Sharif Mahar is about one hundred and fifty 
miles from Sial Sharif. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) used to 
leave his home and after spending only one night on his 
way, next day would be in Tonsa Sharif in the presence of 
his Murshad. 


He kept this practice for forty years. He never 
followed the usual path that most of the people were 
walking. He never begged for food on his way. He walked 
so often and fast on his way that he created his own path. 
Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) granted "Khirqa-e-Khalafa" to 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) after forty years. 


It is recorded by the compiler of "Jazbat-e-Saeed"" 
that, I heard my affectionate Murshad - Khaja 
Mohammad-ud-Din Sialvi (RA) saying: . 

We were all with Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) was riding his horse while all of us were on camels. 
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It was so ordered by Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) that all 
those riding on the camels should begin their journey right 
after Sala-tul-tahajud. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) himself 
used to begin his journey after Sala-tul-Ishraq. 


On our way a Peer-Bhai was living in a village. He 
was a poor person but when our Murshad passed by his 
village, he used to host a feast for the whole caravan. On 
this trip Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) told my Murshad - 
Khaja Mohammad-ud-Din Sialvi (RA) before leaving that 
they should pass by the side of that village, so that Peer- 
Bhai would not be burden with hosting our meal. Some 
how that Peer-Bhai spotted us from a distance. He came 
and got hold of our camel. We told him about the 
command of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) but he insisted that 
he would not let us move until Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
came there. 


After a short while Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
reached there and confirmed his earlier command. On 
that, Peer-Bhai requested, “if you do not want to eat, at 
least should come and see his cottage." When we reached 
at his cottage, Peer-Bhai put his cottage on fire. Seeing 
that, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) command to put fire out 
and decided to stop at his cottage for a meal. The wife of 
this Peer-Bhai complained that they have no living 
children because their children die in childhood. When 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) finished his meal, he gave the 
left over bone from his plate to one of his assistant saying 
Go and put these bones on that sand-hill, say my Salaam 
to jins and tell them, do not bother with this poor man. 


After this he had six or seven children, they all 
grew up and served well their father. When the old man 
realized that his time on this earth is coming to end, he 
told his sons to take him to Tonsa Sharif. His sons put 
him on the cot and carried him to Tonsa Sharif When 
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they reached there, they put his cot outside the door and 
went himself inside. When they came back, they saw that 
their father drag himself and put his head on the door step, 
while his spirit had left his body. 


It is recorded by the compiler of "Mahboob-e- 
Sial"" that, Hazrat Ashraf-ul-Olia - Khaja Mohammad-ud- 
Din Sialvi (RA) narrated that: 

I was young and I went to Tonsa Sharif with 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA). We stayed at an inn. One of Hazrat Khaja's 
Mureed as usual brought provisions for a feast. On my 
request Hazrat Khaja kept one goat and the remaining 
goats and wheat flour sent to the Lunger. 


The goat we kept was slaughtered. The late Mai 
Bano was also with us. She began to clean and cut the 
meat. A dog appeared from somewhere and picked one 
leg of the goat meat and ran away. We closed the inn's 
gate and began to chase the dog. Some of the servants 
were hitting the dog but was not willing to let go the 
meat. This was amusing seen for me, | was standing on 
one side and laughing. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was offering his Salah. He quit 
his Salah in the middle. He came and slap me on the face, 
saying: "This dog is of Tonsa Sharif. It is being beaten and 
you are laughing." Then he took even more meat in a 
sheet and spread it in front of the dog saying: Eat your 
full, we eat because of you and we have every thing 
because of you." 


Hazrat Khaja Abdul Qadoos Multani (RA) 
narrated that, Hazrat Khaja-e-Khajgan Mohammad 
Suleman Tonsvi (RA) was staying at Khaja Obaid-dullah 
Multani (RA) at Multan. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
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Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was also with him 
Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) was sitting in one corner of the 
Masjid and Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was sitting in an 
other corner. Khaja Obaid-dullah Multani (RA) said to 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) that he should do Wird of 
Darood Kibriyat Akhmer. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
replied, "I will do only that Wird which my Murshad 
commands me." Khaja Obaid-dullah Multani (RA) said, "I 
shall talk with him." He talked with Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi 
(RA) and Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was commanded to 
do Wird of Darood Kibriyat Akhmer. This is why all the 
Khulafa of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) include Wird of 
Darood Kibriyat Akhmer in their Wazaif. 


Hazrat Khaja Ghulam Fakher-ud-Din Sialvi (RA) 
narrated that: 

Hazrat Khaja Khair Mohammad Tonsvi (RA), the 
younger brother of Hazrat Khaja Allah Buksh Tonsvi 
(RA) liked Qawali, so much that he even would see 
nothing wrong in listening to the Qawali of women 
Because of this, Hazrat Khaja Allah Buksh Tonsvi (RA) 
had commanded his Mureeds and friends not to associate 
with his brother. Once Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was on 
his way to Tonsa Sharif, while passing Layya, he found 
out that Hazrat Khaja Khair Mohammad Tonsvi (RA) is 
staying there. So he decided to pay him a visit and 
requested his permission. When he got this message, he 
was listening to Qawali by some professional female 
singers. He at once commanded those female singers to 
leave. He sat down on his Mussalah and took Tasbeeh in 
his hand. Then he invited Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 


Some of the people who were jealous of Khaja 
Sialvi (RA), took this news to Hazrat Khaja Allah Buksh 
Tonsvi (RA) saying that Khaja Sialvi (RA) did not follow 
his command. Hazrat Khaja Allah Buksh Tonsvi (RA) 
scolded those people and said that his command was to 


protect people like them. Khaja Sialvi (RA) is Kamil-e- 
Akmal and for him it makes no difference. 

Once Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was on his way to Tonsa 
Sharif, that he met a bright face holy person in a jungle. 
This bright face holy person said to him, "You should do 
Wird of Darood Kibriyat Akhmer." Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) replied, 'for me my Murshad is sufficient." When 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) reached at Tonsa Sharif, Hazrat 
Khaja Tonsvi (RA) told him, you met a person on your 
way. He told you a Wird. You should do that Wird. He 
was Hazrat Peeran-e-Peer Ghos-sul-Azam, Sheikh Abdul 
Qadir Jelani (RA). "Darood Kibriyat Akhmer" was not 
included in the Wird of Tareeqa-e-Chishtia. This great 
blessing came to Silsla-e-Chishtia due to Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA). Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) used to do Wird of 
this Darood regularly. 


Zakat of "Darood Kibriyat Akhmer" 


It is narrated by Haji Mohammad Rub Nawaz 
Sialvi that: 


Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) has also prescribed the 
method of Zakat for "Darood Kibriyat Akhmer". Hazrat 
Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi 
(RA) performed Chila in Qabristan-e-Gherbi (Dady Wala 
Bagh) at the western end, where now a small Masjid had 
been established. During the Chila Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) kept his Khalifa-e-Majaz, Hazrat Moulana 
Mohammad Moazam-ud-Deen Moazamabadi (RA) with 
him. So that he can perform Salaat in Jamah and can get 
help in other matters. 

It is narrated by Hazrat Moulana Mohammad 
Moazam-ud-Deen Moazamabadi (RA) that on the last day 
of Chila, before noon the whole place was full of good 
smell. Then a chariot came. Some bright personalities 
descended from the chariot. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
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greeted the personalities with utmost respect. One of the 
bright personalities did Dastar-bandi on Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA) and made Dua. Then those bright 
personalities disappeared. 

When Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Moazam-ud- 
Deen Moazamabadi (RA) asked Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
about those bright personalities, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
told him only on the condition that he would not disclose 
to anyone in the life time of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). 

Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said that one of the 
bright personalities was the Prophet (SAW) and the other 
were his rightly guided Khulafa. 

Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Moazam-ud-Deen 
Moazamabadi (RA) narrated this incident, of which he 
was eye-witness, after the departure of Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA). Now a small Masjid had been establish on 
that spot. People offer Nawafil, recite Quran and other 
Wird especially "Darood Kibriyat Akhmer". They make 
Dua for Eisal-e-Sawab for those bright personalities and 
seek blessings for themselves. 


"Fana-fil-Sheikh" 


The compiler of "Mara-tul-Aashaqeen" was told 
that: 


"Fana-fil-Sheikh" means to be absorbed in the 
personality of the Sheikh, so much so that Murshid and 
Mureed appear to be same. 

At an other place said: 

"Mureed should change his habits and ethics 
according to his Murshid. The highest achievement for 
Mureed will be that the Mureed adopts the character and 
appearance of his Murshid." 


The is established that until a Mureed achieves 
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complete love for his Murshid, he can not benefit. 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) had achieved such a 
great love for his Murshad that not only he had 
transformed his inner self, he had adopted the character 
and appearance of Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) also. So 
much so that any one would see Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
would think that he saw Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA). 


In the last part of his life, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) went at Tonsa Sharif and was sitting next to pool of 
water. Whoever saw, thought that he was Hazrat Khaja 
Tonsvi (RA). One of the servant went running to Hazrat 
Khaja Kareemullah Buksh Tonsvi (RA) and said that he 
had seen with his own eyes Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) 
sitting next to the pool. Hazrat Khaja Kareemullah Buksh 
Tonsvi (RA) said, "it appears that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) had arrived. 


Once Hazrat Sahabzada Khair Mohammad Tonsvi 
(RA) came to Sirgodha and stayed at Paracha Mohallah. 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) despite his old age, went and 
stayed in his service. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) sat 
respectfully crossed legs. Hazrat Sahabzada Khair 
Mohammad Tonsvi (RA) keep looking at the bright face 
of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). 


Once in the Masjid of Hazrat Sahabzada Khair 
Mohammad Tonsvi (RA), there were quite a few visitors 
from Sial Sharif including, Molvee Mohammad 
Moaizzudin Murwali, Molvee Ghulam Mohammad 
Tonsvi, Syed Ahmed Darvesh, Ghulam Mohammad 
Khadim, Imam Buksh Nazir brother of Syed Elahi Buksh 
Longree, Mian Ghulam Mohammad Farooka, Molvee 
Mohammad Din and Faqir Imam Din. 

Hazrat Sahabzada Khair Mohammad Tonsvi (RA) 
said: Since our grandfather, Hazrat Khaja Mohammad

Sulayman Tonsvi (RA) left this world, we feel comfort in 
seeing Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), since they are both one 
and same in appearance and in character. 

These people came back to Sial Sharif and some 
of them narrated this to Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA) in his humbleness said, "I humbly bow 
my forehead on the door step of Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi 
(RA) and what I have it is due to the blessings of Hazrat 
Khaja Mohammad Sulayman Tonsvi (RA). 


The compiler of "Mara-tul-Aashaqeen" has 
recorded: 

Mean time, one of the important Mureed of 
Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) came in the presence of Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA), as he looked at Hazrat Sialvi (RA) he 
begin to cry. Hazrat Sialvi (RA) asked him,"brother why 
you are crying?" He said Hazrat, you appeared to me just 
like Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) and this is why I could not 
control myself. 

Beside this many people testified that there was no 
difference in the appearance of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
and Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA).

Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) was sitting and was 
surrounded by the visitors. A bright face gentleman came 
and had some conversation with Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi 
(RA) for a while and then left. After the visitor left, 
Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) said, "whoever wish to meet 
Hazrat Khazir (AS) can meet. For this person who just 
left was him i.e. Hazrat Khazir (AS)." All the people ran 
after that person but Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) keep sitting 
there. 

Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) asked Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA), "Are you not eager to see Hazrat Khazir 
(AS)?" Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said, " I will like to see 
the one Hazrat Khazir came to see." 

Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) was pleased very much 
with the answer of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) and made 
Dua, "O Allah (SWT) specially bless my (Hazrat Khaja) 
Sialvi (RA)". It was due to this Dua that Allah (SWT) 
blessed Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) to spread his blessings 
through out east and west. 

Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) had a great love and 
respect for his Murshid, Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA).

The compiler of "Mara-tul-Aashageen" has 
recorded: Hazrat Khazir (AS) used to visit sometime 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). Once I was in the presence of 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) that an old white-bearded man 
came. He looked tired and was carrying some thing on his 
back. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was very respectful of 
him. When that person left, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi ce said. 
"This was Hazrat Khazir (AS)." 
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POLITICAL AND SOCIAL 
CLIMATE 
OF 
THE TIME 


This was the time when Muslims were losing political 
power in India. The great Mughal empire was dying. Dihle and its 
surrounding areas were the only places left under direct Mughal 
tule. As a result of British conspiracies, India was spelt in many 
independent states. The British were increasing there influence in 
India. 

Shah Zaman, the grandson of Ahmed Shah Abdali had 
provided opportunity to Raja Ranject Singh to rule Punjab. 


In 1798 Ranjeet Singh, by establishing his capital in 
Lahore, declared himself the ruler of Punjab. His rule extended to 
Multan and Dera Ghazi Khan in the south and to Peshawar in the 
north. 

Ranjeet Singh’ rule was based upon the local Sardari 
system, in which local landlords (Sardar) were all-in-all in their 
areas. The area west of the river Jehlum was the state of Sardar 
Nawab Fatah Khan Motianwala of Tiwana family. District Jhang in 
the south was ruled by the Nawab of Sial family. The area of 
Sahiwal. close to Sial Sharif was under the control of Sardar Fatah 
Khan and Sardar Lunger Khan of Baloch family. 


On the death of Ranjeet Singh, due to the internal strife 
and struggle, the Sikh rule became weak. There was no law and 
order. So the British took over Punjab also in 1849. The British 
began to rule Punjab with the help of faithful Nawabs, Rajas, 
Sardars and Jageerdars, 


However, once the British established law and order, they 
began to introduce their policies to subjugate Muslims and deprive 
them of their religion. British could not trust Muslims with the 
spirit of Jihad, especially as they stole India from Muslims. British 
let loose Christian missionaries on the Muslim population. They 
introduced their new educational system to create local Indian 
Englishmen, who would look Indian but think like British, To be 
accepted by the rulers, Indians were required to adopt British 
culture. 
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In the beginning, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) has to face Sikh 
tule, which was bitter enemy of Islam and Muslims. Later on, 
according to the command of his Murshid - Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi 
(RA), Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) established his spiritual and 
religious center at Sial Sharif. He worked hard and Allah (SWT) 
blessed him. The light of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) personalty and 
teachings began to shine all around. 


Soon, all the important people from every area and tribe 
including Syed, Qurashi, Tawanay, Kulyar, Lali, Bhatti, Lati, 
Pathan, Awan, Khokher, Sepra, Sial, Baloch, Banjra and Gondal 
came to respect Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). 


It was due to Tableegh and spiritual influence of Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA) that many Muslims purified and strengthen their 
Eman and faith. So much so, that even the persons who were 
serving in the British police, due to the influence of Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA) became Muslims of great character. Among such police 
officers were Malik Fatah Khan Tiwana and Malik Sultan Khan 
Tiwana of Hamokah, who adopted true Islamic life due to the 
teaching and influence of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). 
Following are some of the other such personalities who 
were positively influenced by Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA):

AND 
ACCEPTANCE 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) completed various levels of 
spiritualism and of Tareeqat-o-Mahrayfat at Tonsa Sharif. 
He was granted Khalafat in 1250 Hijri (corresponding 
with 1834 AD) and he returned to his native area. He 
opened his spiritual center at Sial Sharif, so that he can 
provide guidance and knowledge. 


Soon, positive influence of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) spread not only around Sial Sharif but throughout 
India especially areas which later on became present day 
Pakistan. His Khulafa took his message and influence in 
countries like Khurasan, Afghanistan, Bukhara, Tibet, 
China and Burma. 


It appeared, as if Allah (SWT) had opened a 
Sabeel of Saqi-e-Kother - Prophet Mohammad (SAW) in 
Sial Sharif. Sultan-ul-Hind, Ghareebnawaz, Hazrat Khaja- 
e-Azam, Syed Moeen-ud-Din Chishti Ajmari (RA) spread 
a table of feast and Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) began to 
distribute those blessings to everyone who is interested to 
receive these blessings. 
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EDUCATION 
AND 
TEACHING 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) soon realized that majority of the 
Muslims are ignorant from Islam. They even do not know 
most basic commands of Shariah related to Halal and 
Haraam or to Abadat and Moamlat. He also concluded 
that without this basic knowledge of Shariah no Manzil of 
Tareeqat can be achieved. As without true knowledge you 
can not even recognize your Lord. So, it is impossible to 
achieve any level of spiritualism without the basic 
knowledge of Shariah. 


So, in the footsteps of his Murshid - Hazrat Khaja 
Tonsvi (RA) he also established a Dar-ul-Uloom for the 
purpose of Islamic education at Sial Sharif. In the 
beginning, he was the only one teacher and manager of 
this Dar-ul-Uloom. 


Allah (SWT) blessed Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) among all 
the Khulafa of Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) to spread most 
Islamic knowledge and his Silsla. 

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was granted Khalafat in 1250 
Hijri (corresponding with 1834 AD). He came back to 
Sial Sharif and established a Dar-ul-Uloom for the 
purpose of Islamic education under his own guidance and 
supervision. He provided education in Tafseer, Hadith, 
Fiqh, Tassawaf, Philosophy, Logic and Reason.

The compiler of Mara-tus-Salykeen describes: 

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was of proper height. His head 
was bigger but symmetrical with his body. He had bright, 
attractive and round face. He was reddish white. He had 
big eyes that without the application of collyrium, 
appeared to have collyrium on them. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) had perfect ears and hearing, 
until old age caused some hearing loss. He had clean, thin 
and long nose. His cheeks were tender and reddish white 
as if petals of rose. He had shining white teeth like pearls. 
When he smiled, he spread light. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) had very attractive voice and his 
speech was clear and meaningful. His spit was cure for all 
kind of pain and disease. He had long and bright neck. He 
had open and high shoulder with some hair on them. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) had broad and raised chest. His 
stomach was leveled. He had open and long hands. His 
wrists were broad and fleshy. His fingers were of proper 
length and his nails were broad and shinny. He was of 
strong limbs and muscles. His shin were balanced and his 
feet were pretty and smooth. He had long white beard of 
average thickness. 
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METHOD 
OF 
DAWAH and TABLEEGH 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) had a unique way of Dawah and Tableegh. It was 
according to the true model of the Prophet (SAW). He never 
engaged in debate. He presented his message with such love and 
affection that even quarrelsome persons forgot to argue with him. 
Many Ulama came with the intention of debating with him but his 
love won their hearts. 


Among many such fascinating incidents, we are going to 
present only few as a sample. 


Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) 

Angah is a well known village in Tehsil Khushab. During 
this period, Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) was well known for 
greatness in Islamic scholarship. Many Ulama of his time accepted 
him as their teacher. Probably, it is enough to mention for his 
greatness and high status that Hazrat Khaja Peer Syed Mehr Ali 
Shah Golravi (RA) was his student. Hazrat Golravi (RA) as a 
student of Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) spent many years in 
Angah. 

Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) learnt that a new Faqir 
has appeared, close to him, at Sial Sharif in the district of Shahpur. 
He also heard that this new Peer at Sial Sharif approves "Samah" 
and many people are coming to become his Mureed, 


According to the understanding of Hazrat Qazi Sultan 
Mahmood (RA) listening to "Samah" was not permitted. He did not 
like that such an un-Islamic thing should take root right here in his 
backyard. So he loaded bundle of his books on a mule and left for 
Sial Sharif with the intention of debating with Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA). 

Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) with his followers and 
luggage reached Sial Sharif at such a time that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) was sitting among his Mureeds. As soon as Hazrat Qazi 
Sultan Mahmood (RA) saw Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), said, "I have 
heard that you oppose Shariah, and do such things which are 
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prohibited in Shariah". Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) listened to Hazrat 
Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) very calmly and patiently and then i 
said. "My neck, rather neck of my seven generations is humbly bent 
in front of Shariah. I pray, May Allah (SWT) protect me from 
violating Shariah." 


Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) remained in the 
company of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) for a little while and then 
went to the eastern well to make Wudhu. After he left, Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA) nodded the Qawals to begin a Qawali. When Hazrat 
Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) heard the sound of Qawali, he came 
back in hurry, saying you could not resist, you could not resist. 
However, when Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) came closer, 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) focused his full attention on him. On that 
Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) came in Wajjd, fell down and 
began to toss. 


As it was customary for Ulama, especially at that time, 
Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA) was wearing a big turban, 
which showed his high status as a scholar of Islam. Hazrat Qazi 
Sultan Mahmood (RA) was so absorbed in the Qawali that he took 
off his turban and gifted it to the Qawals. In Wajjd, Hazrat Qazi 
Sultan Mahmood (RA) was tossing, repeating line of Qawali after 
the Qawals and saying: 

Haq, O Yaro, Haq. Haq, O Yaro, Haq. 


(It is the Truth, O Friends, it is the Truth. It is the Truth, O Friends, 
it is the Truth.) 


Hazrat Thani La Thani, Khaja Mohammad Din Sialvi (RA) 
was present in this gathering. When he saw Hazrat Qazi Sultan 
Mahmood (RA) gifting his turban to the Qawals, he got up quitely 
and went to his home. He brought all the gold and silver jewelry 
from the home and exchanged it with the Qawals for the turban of 
Hazrat Qazi Sultan Mahmood (RA). He said, "This is the turban of 
a scholar of Islam and it behove only the head of a scholar." Then he 
himself adorned the turban on the head of Hazrat Qazi Sultan 
Mahmood (RA). 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was pleased very much with this 
act of his son - Khaja Mohammad Din Sialvi (RA) and prayed for 
him. 
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Hazrat Syed Ghos Shah (RA) 


All types of people including rich and poor, scholars 
and illiterate, and important and un-important were coming to 
benefit from Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). He used to deal with everyone, with 
love and affection and according to their psychology. 


Shah Jewona is a well know village in the district of 
Jhang. It is known for the tomb of Hazrat Mahmoob Alam 
Shah Jewona (RA). He was a Murshid of Sabria Chishtia, 
Silslah. Hazrat Syed Ghos Shah (RA) was from his children, 
He did not have any male child and he was very rich landlord. 
He owned seven hundred Murabas of agricultural land. He was 
getting old and he heard about Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). 


Hazrat Syed Ghos Shah (RA) came to Sial Sharif and 
described his problem. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said, "Shah 
Jee, do not worry, Allah (SWT) will bless you with two sons. 
You should name them Salah Shah and Raja Shah." After 
getting that good news, Hazrat Syed Ghos Shah (RA) became 
Mureed of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), 


Allah (SWT) fulfilled the prediction of Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA) and blessed Hazrat Syed Ghos Shah (RA) with two 
sons in his old age. He named them Salah Shah and Raja Shah. 


When the relatives of Hazrat Syed Ghos Shah (RA) 
learnt that he had made Baya with Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), a 
Jat, Non-Syed. His relatives told him that, "You are a Syed, 
son of a Wali and a rich landlord. If you wished to make Baya, 
you should have look for a Syed Murshid, It was not befitting 
you to be Mureed of a Jat.” 

Hazrat Syed Ghos Shah (RA) only responded to them 
by saying, "I have made the decision after seeing the farm of 
Jat green."

There was an other Syed Sahib, also of the district of 
Jhang, who was the sole owner of the village Tah-Tah 
Mohammad Shah. He heard that Hazrat Syed Ghos Shah 
(RA), the Sajjada-Nasheen of Shah Jewona had made Baya 
with Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). He became interested to see 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). However, in his heart he thought, he 
will make Baya with 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) only if three of his conditions were 
fulfilled. One of the condition was that, when he would see him 
first, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) should be coming from the 
west. Second condition was that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
should know him with any introduction. Third condition was 
that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) should give him a rose. 


After thinking of these conditions he came to Sial 
Sharif. When he reached there, he asked about Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA). he was told that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) had 
gone to visit cemetery. This cemetery was in the west of Sial 
Sharif and he began to walk towards the cemetery. While on his 
way towards cemetery, he saw Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
coming from the west. This fulfilled his first condition. 
Meanwhile he saw a servant presenting 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) a bunch of roses. Now, when he approached, 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) took one of the roses and said, "Shah 
Jee, accept this rose." 

The Syed says: 

I was surprised that all of my conditions were fulfilled 
and I was convinced of his greatness. 

I requested, "Hazrat Khaja, please accept me in Baya." 

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) blessed me with Baya right there on 
the path. 


Malik Sher Khan Bandiyal (RA) 


Malik Sher Khan Bandiyal (RA) was Mureed of Hazrat 
Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). He 
was prominent landlord of Bandiyal and like many rich people, he 
was fond of dogs. He kept quite a few dogs of good breed and when 
he traveled, he would take some of these dogs with him. 


Once he came to Sial Sharif to visit his Murshid, Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA). He tied his dogs at the place of his residence but 
probably, he forgot to tie one of them. When Azan for Maghrib was 
called. he went to Masjid. That un-tied dog followed him, without 
his knowledge to the Masjid. He went inside Masjid to join jamaat, 
the dog sat down next to his shoes, After the Jamaat, when Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA) was going to leave, he noticed this dog. He said 
to his servant,"It look like, Malik Sher Khan is here, this appears to 
be one of his dog." 


Hazrat Khaja Sialyi (RA) commanded to his servant to stay 
there with the dog. So that Abdullah Subz-posh should not beat on 
this dog. as the Malik loves his dog. 


Abdullah Subz-posh was a servant at Sial Sharif and he 
used to keep the dogs away from Astana-e-Alia by beating on them. 


Malik Sher Khan said that when he heard about this, he 
was very ashamed. He came and told the servant, "You should leave 
and join Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). I shall keep any eye on this 
dog." 


Malik Sher Khan used to narrate this incident with wet 
eyes, saying: 

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) was not upset and did not scold me. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) rather arranged for my dog's protection. 


Malik Sher Khan used to say, if the prophot had not ended, 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) would have been a prophet. 


After this incident, Malik Sher Khan did not like dogs and 
he no longer kept dogs. 


Shaarah, the Horse Thief 


Once Hazrat Khaja Sheikh-ul-Islam, Qameruddin 
Sialvi (RA) in his speech, narrated: 


Shaarah was a notorious horse thief. He used 
steal three four horses at a time from a stable. 

One day at noon, he came to me and said, "Please, 
make me Mureed." i asked, "Who are you?" He said, "I 
am the one that people curse their horses with my name." 
I said to myself, "Allah knows, why he came to me, I like 
horses." 


He said: 

1 came to steel horses from the Balochs of 
Sahiwal. I thought this was good place to hide during day. 
I thought, here at Darbar, no one would care, who was I 
and why I was there? I was planning to steal the horses at 
night. I went inside the Roza-e-Aqadis and suddenly 
began to think. I have stolen many horses and thus hurt so 
many people. I argued with my heart that I must steal 
these horses from the Balochs. These are very good 
horses. Again my heart told me to fear Allah (SWT), But 
I thought that Allah's Mercy is greater than His fear and 
He will forgive. I also thought that, if Allah (SWT) can 
forgive thousands of my previous thefts, He will also 
forgive two three more. 


Shaarah said that: 

I began to sweat although it was very cold. I had 
so much sweat that I thought, I would drown in the 
sweat. I repented right there and decided to make Baya. 


He spent his remaining life in the remembrance of 
Allah (SWT) until he died. 
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Hazrat Qazi Mian Ahmed 
Noshahrvi (RA) 


Hazrat Qazi Mian Ahmed Noshehrvi (RA) was a 
prominent scholar of Noshahra (Wadi-e-Soon)but he did not 
approve of Tassawaf (or Sufism). 


Whenever, Dervishes from Sial Sharif used to go to 
Sahiwal to purchase supplies for Lunger, Hazrat Qazi Mian Ahmed 
Noshehrvi (RA) used to criticize them. Mostly this was duty of 
Mian Imam Buksh Brawer to purchase supplies. So he was the one 
who has to face Hazrat Qazi Mian Ahmed Noshehrvi (RA) often. 
Once Mian Imam Buksh Brawer got tired of this criticism and 
complained to Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said, "Tell him that he too can 
come." When Hazrat Qazi Mian Ahmed Noshehrvi (RA) heard this, 
at first he expressed his surprise but then he decided to come to Sial 
Sharif any how. 


When Hazrat Qazi Mian Ahmed Noshehrvi (RA) came, 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi 
(RA) said, "Qazi Sahib, you have come." Hazrat Qazi Mian Ahmed 
Noshehrvi (RA) made Baya with Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) and decided to stay at Sial 
Sharif. 


When his father learnt that, he came to take his son back to 
his home. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) told the father that he was free to leave. 
Hazrat Qazi Mian Ahmed Noshehrvi (RA) refused to go with his 
father saying that he should be assumed dead. 


Hazrat Qazi Mian Ahmed Noshehrvi (RA) pledged his 
whole life to his Murshid and decided to serve at Sial Sharif. Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA) assigned him to be Imam and lead in Khatum at 
Sial Sharif. He did Mujahida and Riazzat. He passed through 
Manaazil-e-Salook and was granted Khirqa-e-Khalafat 


Mian Ahmed-ud-Din Longri (RA) 


Hazrat Khaja Ghulam Fakheruddin Sialvi (RA) narrated: 

Once, Mian Ahmed-ud-Din Longri went to the ladies 
quarters to give some thing from Lunger. While handing over the 
thing his hand came in contact with a female servant. He was very 
ashamed and upset. 


He abandoned his appearance before Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) because he believed 
that his acts are not hidden from his Murshid. 


Three days passed and he did not appear before Hazrat 
Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) called him and said, "Mian Ahmed Din, 
you should go to Nathoka and see my friend - Malik Ahmed Khan 
Nathoka because he has fever." Mian Ahmed was delighted. When 
he reached at Nathoka, he saw Malik Ahmed Khan. He told Malik 
Sahib that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) had sent him to see, how he is 
feeling. Malik Sahib said. "Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) did not know, 
how I am feeling today although it is third day that I have high 
fever." 


Later on Malik Ahmed Khan Nathoka said to Mian 
Ahmed-ud-Din Longri: 

"You should be careful while in the service of Ghos-e- 
Kamil, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). You will be ruined, if ever your 
hand came in contact with any Non-Mahrum. Now, you can go 


back. Please, tell Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) that I am feeling much 
better now. 


Mian Ahmed-ud-Din Longri used to say, although Hazrat 
Khaja Shamsu! Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) did 
not say any thing directly to me. However, by disclosing my 
mistake to a Jat, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) provided education to 
me.

It will not be possible to cover all the Mahmoolat 
Oarad and Ashghal of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), 
however, we are going to present a summery of them. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) used to get up after midnight to 
offer Sala-tut-Tahajjud. Then he used to say Asma-ul- 
Husna once, Astughfar five hundred times. After that, he 
used to go in Muraqiba. 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), after Sala-tul-Fajr, used 
to say Musbahat-e-Ashrah, a Manzil from Assbooh 
Sharif, Dua-e-Kabeer, Darood-e-Mustughluth, Kibriyat-e- 
Akhmer Sharif and Silsla Sharif Once and then he used to 
read a Manzil from Dalaylul-Kharaat Sharif 

Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) used to say twelve 
Rakat Ishraq with the intention of two Rakat each for 
Shukr-Allah, Astahaza, Istikhara, Istijab, Shukr-un-Nahar 
and Haq-ul-Walydane. 


Then Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) used to offer four 
Rakat Sala-tul-Aashaqeen and read one and a quarter Juz 
of the Quran. Then up to noon, he used to study 
Mathnawi Sharif or some other book of Tassawaf. 

After taking lunch, Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) used to 
rest until Zuhar. After Taharah and Wudhu, before going 


to Masjid for joining the Jamaat, he used to offer four 
Rakat Sunnah in his private chamber. After offering Fardh 
in Jamaat, he used make two Rakat Sunnah and then two 
Rakat Nafil. 


In between Sala-tuz-Zuhar and Sala-tul-Asr, he 
used to teach lessons to his students from the books of 
Tassawaf. After Sala-tul-Asr and some time after Sala- 
tul-Asha, he used to say Khatum-e-Khajgan in the circle 
of all present. After saying Musbahat-e-Ashrah, he used 
receive visitors or stay in Muraqiba. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), after Maghrib, used to offer six 
Rakat Nawafil Awabeen and two Rakat Hifzul-Eman. 
Then he used to do Zikr-e-Jhr three hundred time, then 
Muraqiba. After that, one thousand time Darood Sharif, 
Once Surah-e-Yaseen and Surah-e-Mulk and then other 
usual Wazaif. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) passed hardly any time without 
the remembrance of Allah (SWT). 


Ethics and Habits 
of 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 


Ethics and characteristics of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) were on the pattern 
of the Prophet Mohammad (SAW). Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
resembled his Murshid Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) in appearance 
and habits. 


The compiler of "Tufa-tul-Abrar" has recorded, that: 

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) was among the most dear and accomplished Khulafa of 
Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA). He was a great scholar of Shariah and 
most sincere follower of Tareeqat. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA), in his last days. look also just like his Murshid. Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA) even wished that his life and death should be 
same as his Murshid. So he got almost same age and also died in 
the month of Saffar. He was completely on the level of Fana-fil- 
Sheikh. 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) followed Shariah strictly in all 
matters. He was always contended with the will of Allah (SWT). He 
was patient in times of trail and calamity. He was kind and 
affectionate to his relatives and Mureeds. Poor and needy were 
provided food two times a day from his Lunger. He was very kind 
on orphans and helpless 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) used to treat all the visitors with 
great respect. He used to make them sit close to him and asked them 
about their affairs. 


Anyone, who came in contact with Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), was influenced by 
his attractive morals and ethics. He used to fulfil the wishes of the 
needy with his spiritual powers. He used to utilize often, in times of 
need, his material resources also. 


Some of the people, who had differences with him and 


came to argue with him, they changed their mind just by looking at 
him. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) was very affectionate for such peoples. Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA) used to eat a little after the guests and travelers had 
eaten. 


The compiler of "Nufha-tul-Mahboob" has recorded, that 
Hazrat Mahboob-e-Subhani, Khaja Syed Ghulam Hyder Ali Shah 
Jalalpuri (RA) said: 


Since I was blessed to see Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), I have never seen his face 
turning red due to anger except once 


He had assigned us to scribe a book. We were doing this 
work in the Masjid and he used to bless us with his presence two 
three time during a day. One day, the ink that we were using was 
not good. When Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) came, he saw that the ink 
was not good. While he was returning, by chance he saw Sheikh 
Mohammad Abdul Jalil Qurashi. We saw that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) was cautioning him, saying,"Why are you so careless and 
unaware. The ink is no good and it is effecting the writing." 


This was the only time that we saw the face of Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA) showing his displeasure. 


Hazrat Mahboob-e-Subhani (RA) furthermore said: 


We asked the Dervishes, who were working and staying at 
the Darbar of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), "Did you ever see Hazrat 
Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
expressing his self esteem?" They said, they have heard that Hazrat 
Khaja Tonsvi (RA) use to express self esteem some time. However 
they never heard Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) expressing his self 
esteem except once. 


It was habit of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) that in summer he 
used to have on only waist-around sheet and his topi. One day in 
summer, when the servant brought water container for his wudhu. 
The servant saw that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was rubbing his 
hand on his shaved head. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said, some of 
the mean people look at me and think of me a "shaved-head 
Mullah" only. They do not know that I am more valuable than the 
whole world. 





Hazrat Mahboob-e-Subhani (RA) furthermore said: 


Our Murshid Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was very kind with the week and poor. 


In Sial Sharif, there was a lady named, Noor Bano. She 
was at the level of Istighraaq. So much so that she never cared for 
hot or cold weather. In the heat of summer, it would not bother her 
to stay in a room full of hay. And in winter, while it was cold, she 
would pour cold water, from water-pitchers that were kept in the 
open cold air, on her head. 


This lady, Noor Bano one day invited Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) for a dinner. She went and picked some mature wild edible 
herbs (locally called "Bathoo"). She boiled just little bit these herbs 
plants with stems and leaves. They were neither fully cooked nor 
she added any salt peppers. She prepared some half-cooked and 
half-burnt Rotees with this herb stew and presented to Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). Due to 
her Istighraaq, this was probably the best feast that she could 
prepare. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) took the first bite of this food and said, "Oh! Great! 
Never ate such a delicious dish before in my life." Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA) ate his full and as usual, gave his left-over to Sheikh 
Mohammad Abdul Jalil Qurashi. Sheikh Mohammad Abdul Jalil 
Qurashi said, "Sir, why it will not be delicious? It is matured 
Bathoo, cooked by Noor Bano without adding any salt or peppers. 
Why it will not be delicious? 


This was one of many examples of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA), to show that he was very affectionate with poor also. 


Once Hazrat Syed Fazal Shah (RA) said to Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA) that such and such person says unfair things about you 
but show kindness to him. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) said that every one acts according to his nature. Then 
he recited a couplet meaning: 

Every thing acts according to its nature. The moon spreads 
its light and the dog dislikes it and barks. 
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Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) was very kind and aifectionate even with those, who did 
not wish good for him and oppose him. He even helped such people 
financially and made Dua for them. 


It is recorded by "Nufaha-tul-Mahboob" that: 

It happened few times that Malik Fatah Sher Khan Tiwana 
sent a request for Dua to Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). Malik Fatah Sher Khan 
Tiwana said that he had a relative, who had invited the British 
governor and offered splendid dinner and gifts. Malik Fatah Sher 
Khan Tiwana said that he felt ashamed and could not afford such 
big dinner and gifts. 


On that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) used to make Dua and 
the governor will not come to Malik Fatah Sher Khan Tiwana. He 
used to send lot of food to the Lunger at Sial Sharif. 


Hazrat Khaja Syed Mehr Ali Shah Gilani Golravi (RA) 
said: 

Our Murshid, Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was very generous. He used to 
grant more than any body wished to have. Whoever came in his 
presence, wished to come again to see Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). 
Whoever could see Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) felt sorry that he was 
not lucky enough to see Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) even in his old age, when he was weak, He used to go to 
Masjid to join the Jamaat. He never let spread any special Mussalah 
for himself. He used to sit cross-leg on Mussalah and never reclined 
on Takiya. If some one committed some violation in the affairs of 
Lunger, he forgave the culprit and advised him with kind words. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) was very kind and respectful of Ulama, Sadaat, Tulaba 
and Dervishes. He used to take acre of orphans and widows. He was 
kind to the children of his elders, even when the children were not 
of good character. He did not like the person who mistreated these 
children of his elders. 


. It is recorded in "Mara-tul-Aashaqeen” that: 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) said, "It is compulsory for others to respect a Syed". 
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Hazrat Khaja Syed Mohammad Saeed Zanjani (RA) 
requested,"What about the Syed who acts against Shariah?" 

Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said, "According some Ulama, in 
that case it is not compulsory to respect a Syed. However, in my 


(SAW) and not for his Taqwa." 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) belonged to Hanafi school of 
thought but he said: 
Sadaat deserve respect for two reasons, 


First, Sadaat are part of the Prophet (SAW). Knowledge 
and Taqwa did not have preference over Prophethood. 


Second, they are Part of the family of the Prophet (SAW). 
As such, Sadaat deserve Tespect irrespective of their deeds or 
character, 





Scholarship and Spiritual Status 
of 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) was not only a prominent Sufi Murshid, he was also a 
great scholar of Islam. It showed his deep knowledge of the Quran 
and Hadith, when Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) used to make Tafseer of 
the verses of Quran or explain meaning of the Hadith of the Prophet 
(SAW). 


It was amazing for scholars of his time to listen to Hazrat 
Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
interpreting the message of great Ulama of the past. 


Many scholars have written commentaries on Mathnawi of 
Moulana Room (RA). However, Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) had a unique style of his own. 


Mira-tus-Salykeen recorded that: 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) gave following commentary on 
the first verses of Mathnawi of Moulana Room (RA). 


“Bishano" or "Listen" is a command from Allah (SWT). 
Moulana Room (RA) here is representing a command from Allah 
(SWT). "Nay" or "flute" represents the heart of "Saalik" or the true 
seeker of Allah (SWT). 


It means: 

Moulana Room (RA) says: My purpose is not just to tell 
stories. I am the voice of "Saalik" and I am commanded by Allah 
(SWT) to give you the message. 


"Neestan" or "forest of Bamboo" means gathering of all the 
souls of human beings in the spiritual world before creation. At that 
stage all souls were close to Allah (SWT) or they were in paradise. 
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It is difficult to fully cover all the physical and spiritual 
qualities of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). He was unique scholar. He 
had a deep knowledge of Toheed and Tassawaf or Sufism. Many 
scholars, after completing their education came and became his 
spiritual students. 


Once Sheikh-ul-Islam, Hazrat Khaja Qamer-ud-Din Sialvi 
(RA) said: 

In the whole world, no one doubts that Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was 
"Qutb-e-Madar" and Ghos-sul-Aghiyas". One of the characteristic 
of "Qutb-e-Madar" is this that he does not have his shade. Hazrat 
Moulana Moazam-ud-Din Moazamabadi declared under oath that, 
"Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) did not have any shade during last ten 
years of his life, neither during sun-light nor during night." There 
was a big umbrella. (The author had opportunity to have blessing of 
seeing that umbrella). Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) used to keep that 
umbrella over his head during day or night. To keep this secret that 
he does not have shade, he used to say, "I am old and weak and 
there is dew during the night also. So, I have to keep the umbrella 
on." 
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Taste for "Samah" 
of 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 


It is recorded in Mira-tul-Aashaqeen that: 

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) said: 

A “Zahid” takes long time to reach his spiritual destination 
while a “Sufi” with "Samah" may reach the same destination in a 
day." 

Then he quoted some poetry meaning: 

"Zahid" reaches the destination in years but the one 


“possessed by Eshq cane reach there in one moment. 


Once, some one submitted that: 

A person in the area of Chuch has become famous as Peer. 
Many people in that area had made Baya with him. He criticizes 
Christies. 

Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) asked, "What is his objection on 
Christies?" 

He was told that Khajgan-e-Chisht approved of "Samah", 
and "Samah" is "Haraam". 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) said: 

These are strange kind of Muslims. Who approve and 
accept enmity and prejudice as "Halal", and consider "Samah" 
Haraam. While "Samah" connected many people with "Haq". 


Once, three Qawals appear in the presence of Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) and 
requested permission for Qawali with the instrument of "Sarangi". 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) told them to leave their "Sarangi" covered 
and they can say Qawali with any instrument. 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) loved "Samah" very much. This 
"Samah" was recitation of poetry without any musical instrument. 
The poetry which was recited during "Samah" was either "Hamd" 
(Poetry in praise of Allah -SWT) or "Naat and Moulood” (Poetry in 
praise of Prophet Mohammad -SAW). 


Qawals like, Mian Khair Mohammad, Chandi, Meroo, 
Zulfoo and Molvee Sultan Mahmood used to recite Urdu, 
Farsi and Hindi poetry in the presence of Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) used to reward the 
Qawals and the audience benefitted from the Qawali. 


One day, it was morning and thousand of people 
had gathered at Sial Sharif. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was busy 
with his daily Oarad and Wazaif in his Hujra. Qawals 
were reciting Qawali at a place. Many people were 
enjoying Qawali. 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), after completing his 
Wazaif, came out of his Hujra and join the audience at 
"Samah". In respect of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), the 
Qawals became quite. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) asked the 
Qawals to recite a particular poem. When the Qawals 
begin to recite that poem, Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) came in 
Wajjd 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) had a great ability to control his 
emotions, but at that moment, tears were running on his 
cheeks. Looking at Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) and in the 
love of Allah (SWT) all the audience had also tears in 
their eyes. No one knows, how many people were blessed 
with the love of Allah (SWT) and his prophet (SAW) in 
that gathering.

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad

All the visitors to Darbar at Sial Sharif were 
provided food at Lunger. Any poor and needy was also 
welcome to eat at Lunger Sharif. There was very good 
arrangement for those who would like to stay over night. 
They were all provided a cot and a bed. Those who were 
staying permanently at Khanqah, were also given clothes. 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was very kind and 
affectionate. He used to greet known and unknown 
visitors and expressed his sincere love to them. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) used to listen to every visitor and 
provided help and guidance accordingly. 


It is recorded in Mara-tus-Salykeen" that: 

Lunger Sharif of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was a open blessing. 
Every visitor was provided wheat bread and other 
necessities twice a day. 


It is recorded in Mara-tul-Aashaqeen" that: 

Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said that according to 
Khajgan-e-Chisht, "To provide food through Lunger 
Sharif is very important. Some other Silslah's may not be 
very keen about it."

Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) sometimes, on the request of his 
friends, explained and gave his commentary on the poetry of 
renowned poets. Such commentaries show his depth of knowledge 
and scholarly ability. 


If, you will study Mara-tul-Aashaqeen and Mara-tus- 
Salykeen, you will some of the poetry of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). 


From the samples of the poetry of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), you can see his 
high ability, great taste and abundance of love. 


Once, Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali Makhadvi (RA) 
wrote a poem to express his love and respect for his Murshad - 
Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA). Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Ali 
Makhadvi (RA) asked his student - Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) to do 
the same in his style. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) says, "Although, I had never wrote poetry before but to 
obey the command of my teacher, I did write a poem in Farsi on the 
style of my teacher 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) also wrote some poetry in 
Panjabi on the death of his Murshid - Hazrat Khaja Mohammad 
Sulayman Tonsvi (RA).

Pathan - landlord of Tirkhanwala and Mian Peer Buksh Qurashi of 
Sabowal, all three of them came together to see Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA). They requested Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) that: 

Government is auctioning eleven Murabas of agricultural 
land located at Chak Wandhi. They have decided to purchase this 
land and donate it to Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). So that he can use this land for the 
expenses of his Lunger Sharif. They have come to him to seek his 
approval of their plan. 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) turned his face towards his son - 
Hazrat Thani, La-Thani Khaja mohammad Din Sialvi (RA) and 
said, "You should believe in - your provisions and whatever is 
promised to you is in heaven". 


Then Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) said to the visitors, "Thank you, I do not 
need any such thing".

Sialvi (RA) used to say, "May Allah (SWT) save my from meeting 
any representative of the British government." 


Once, Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) learnt that a representative of the British 
government is coming close to Sial Sharif and he wishes to see 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). 


When Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) learnt that said, "Why he 
wants to see me, I do not wish that he should come to see me." 


Allah (SWT) accepted the wish of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA). The British officer changed his mind and left. 


Hazrat Sher-e-Rabbani, Mian Sher Mohammad Sharaqpuri 
(RA) said about Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), "Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) lived under, 
but out of British rule.

Hazrat Khaja Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani (RA) 
of Basti Noor Ahmed Shah near Pandi-Ghaib, District Attock 


Zia-ul-Ummah, Justice Peer Karam Ali Shah Al- 
Azhari recorded the narration of Hazrat Khaja Ghulam 
Fakhar-ud-Din Sialvi: 

Once, I went to Lahore. Some one there told me 
about a Dervish - Hafiz Shafiq Ahmed Qadri and 
suggested that I should see him. So, along with an 
associate, I went to his house. I knocked at his door. The 
door opened and a Dervish welcomed us, 


He said: 

My Murshid told me that a guest would be 
coming. I was waiting for you since this morning and I 
had prepared this seating arrangement for you. 
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After we sat down and settled, he began to narrate 
his story: 


I had my Baya at Musa-Zai Sharif. Then my 
Murshid departed from this world. I was worried about an 
issue. I did Muraqiba but did not find any solution to my 
problem. I used to pay visit to the tomb of Hazrat Data 
Gunj Buksh Syed Ali Hajwari (RA). After long time, 
Hazrat Data Hajwari (RA) came to me in my dream and 
said, "Go to Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani at Jummoon. He 
can solve your problem." 


In the search of Hazrat Syed Abbas Ali Shah 
Gilani, I reached Jummoon. I found Hazrat Syed Abbas 
Ali Shah Gilani, after lengthy search. However, I was 
disappointed to see the appearance and situation of Hazrat 
Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani (RA). I thought, the person, 
who spent his day and night in the service of a Brahman, 
how could help me with my problem? So, without 
disclosing my purpose of visiting, I came back. 


Once again, Hazrat Data Hajwari (RA) came to 
me in my dream. This time, Hazrat Data Hajwari (RA) got 
hold of my hand and gave my hand in the hand of same 
Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani of Jummoon.

As Hazrat 
Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani saw me, he got hold of my 
hand and affectionately said,"Now, even Hazrat Data 
Hajwari (RA) began to disclose my secret.” 


Hazrat Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani took me with 
him to the house of Brahman, whose cows he used to 
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Hazrat Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani took me with 
him to the house of Brahman, whose cows he used to 
attend. He kept me his guest for quite a few days. One day 
he took me with him in jungle and turned his attention on 
my. This attention solved my problem instantly, although I 
had been worried for this problem for long time. 


Then Hazrat Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani said to 
me: 

lam a Syed from a village near Pindi Ghaib. He 
further said: 

I am Mureed of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). I was in 
the service of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) that many Karamaat began to 
happen from me. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) sent me here to 
attend to cows for thirty years, as a punishment. Now my 
punishment is coming to an end. Soon, I shall go home 
then you should come to my village on such a day of such 
a month. 


When you will reach to my village, you will see 
some people reciting the Quran in the Masjid. They will tell 
you that they are reciting the Quran for a person, who died 
three days ago. His name was Hazrat Syed Abbas Ali Shah 
Gilani. He spent all his life far away from his home. He just 
came back few days ago and died. 


Hazrat Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani (RA) gave me 
some money and told me to arrange Khatum-e-Quran for 
him. 


I came back to my home. Then when, according to 
the will of Hazrat Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani (RA), the 
time came, I went to his village. As Hazrat Syed Abbas Ali 
Shah Gilani (RA) had told me, same way I saw people in 
the Masjid. They told me same thing as Hazrat Syed Abbas 
Ali Shah Gilani (RA) had already told me at Jummoon. 


I arrange for the food and Khatum-e-Quran. I 
went to the tomb of Hazrat Syed Abbas Ali Shah Gilani

Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) had many Karamaat. The 
Karamaat of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) were so many that 
we can not count. 


Once during summer, at afternoon, it was very hot 
and dry. A farmer came and begged Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
to make Dua for rain. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was 
moved very much and his eyes were wet, when he asked 
the farmer to go outside and see, if there is any cloud in 
the sky.

Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) smiled and brought his 
cot outside With the blessings of Allah (SWT) the rain 
stopped and the sky became clear.

BRITISH DEFEAT IN AFGHANISTAN 


Since the British government took contro! of India 
from the East India Company, it had tried to take over 
Afghanistan also. The British attacked Afghanistan many 
time and each time they were pushed back. 


Once during the last days of Amir Sher Ali Khan's 
period, the British made special attempt to gather large 
army to attack Afghanistan. This time, the British were 
very confident of their victory. They thought, Afghanistan 
now belonged to them. 


The British armies were under the command of 
General Sir Robert There was fierce fighting between the 
British armies and Afghan Ghazies at Mewand. So much 
so, it is famous that, the Afghan Sirdar Ayub Khan used his 
sword so much that his hands got swollen. They have to 
cut the handle of the sword, to take the sword off his hand. 


The day this battle was taking place, Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA) was resting in his Hujra. (His Hujra was at the 
same place, where now is his tomb.) Suddenly Hazrat 
Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi 
(RA) got up and stood in the north door, while holding on 
the door frame. Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) kept standing for 
a while and then sat down. Then after a short while, Hazrat 
Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi 
(RA). 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) stood again, while holding the 
door frame. He did this sitting and standing three times. 


Hazrat Moulana Mohammad Moazam Ali (RA), 
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who was an accomplished scholar and Arif-e-Kamil He 
was in the service of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). When he saw this 
unusual practice of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), he was 
surprised. He wanted to ask the reason behind it but did 
not have courage. So, he made note of this incident with 
time and date. 


After some days, some people from Afghanistan 
came. Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), as usual asked about the 
situation. Those people from Afghanistan said that one 
particular day was really hard. On that day, The British 
armies attacked fiercely three times but they were pushed 
back, Allah (SWT) gave victory to the Afghan Ghazies. 


This victory came in 1296 Hijri (corresponding to 
1879 AD) at Mewand.

Emir Abdur Rehman Khan was the ruler of 
Afghanistan. Our country, India was under the British rule. 
Nawab Khuda Buksh Tiwana, due to his impressive 
credentials, was sent to Afghanistan as ambassador of the 
British government of India. Mr. Tiwana went to Kabul with 
his own servants, cooks, Hakeem and doctor, horses and 
their care-takers. He also took with him his weapons and 
other necessities for hunting. 


Nawab Khuda Buksh Tiwana, was very influential 
and successful at Kabul. He developed close friendship with 
the royal family. So much so that Nawab Khuda Buksh 
Tiwana got married in the royal Afghan family. 


Amir Abdur Rehman, the king of Afghanistan was 
very strict and used to give harsh punishments. To nail a 
person on his both hands and feet before sever beating or to 
pull a person apart by pulling on his hands and feet, were two 
of his favorite methods of punishments. 


When the king learned that Nawab Khuda Buksh 
Tiwana got married in his family, he did not approve of this 
marriage and was furious. One evening, the king decided to 
call Nawab Khuda Buksh Tiwana, next day in the morning 
and punish him 


However, a strange thing happened and during the 
night, the king saw Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) in his dream. Hazrat 
Khaja Sialvi (RA) commanded the king that the king should 
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hold an open court and the king should seek forgiveness 
from Nawab Khuda Buksh Tiwana. 


The king woke up. It was still mid night. At first, the 
king was confused and did not know what to do, but then he 
decided to hold an open court, just at that time. It was middle 
of the night, but king is king. So, the king commanded to 
make arrangements for the open court, right at that time. The 
lights were turned on, the royal guards were called in and the 
court was brought into session. This king commanded to put 
two chairs in front.

Mian Ahmed Yar, the uncle of Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) was married with a lady from Lali tribe. Her father, 
Mian Noor Nabi was a spiritual man. Once he came to see his 
daughter at the home of Mian Ahmed Yar at Sial Sharif. He 
saw Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), who was a baby walking on his 
knees at that time. Mian Noor Nabi saw the future greatness 
of this baby boy and stood for his respect. 


Some one asked Mian Noor Nabi, why he was so 
respectful of this child. Mian Ncor Nabi replied: 

You can not see his greatness but I can. I see the 
name of Allah (SWT) written on his forehead. He will reach 
to a very high status in the spiritual world. A world will 
benefit from his blessings.

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) left this world on Saffar 24, 1300 
Hijri. 

Khaja Mohammad Saeed Shah Chishti Zanjani 
Lahori (RA), the compiler of Mira-tul-Aashaqeen, 
described the last days and departure of Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), 
as: 

1 had the opportunely to see Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) on Saffar 18, 1300 Hijri. As Hazrat Khaja Shamsul 
Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) got up 
early in the morning for Tahajjud, he had fever. He was 
given quite few medicines but non did any good. He was 
getting very weak. 

Sahabzada Khaja Mohammad Din Sialvi (RA) 
came back from Tonsa Sharif on Tuesday Saffar 21. He 
saw Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) talked 
with his son and asked about Sahabzadgan and Dervishes 
at Tonsa Sharif. Sahabzada Khaja Mohammad Din Sialvi 
(RA) had brought expensive medicines from Layya. These 
medicines were given to Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), but none of the 
medicine did any good. 


Then Sahabzada Khaja Fazal-ud-Din Sialvi (RA) 
came and presented his written request to Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA). 
At first, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) did not respond but ` 
then he put his hand on his son's shoulder and said, 

"You are given 
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permission for all of our Wazaif. 


On Saffar 20, some ladies from the household along 
with some from the village came to see Hazrat Khaja Sialvi 
(RA) and they prayed for his recovery. 


On Saffar 21, Khatum-e-Quran for the recovery of 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA), was organized. 


On Saffar 22, Darood Sharif was said one lakh time 
and a goat and some grains were given in charity. 


On Saffar 23, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said to 
Molvee Moazam-ud-Din Marwalvi (RA) to write some thing 
Molvee Sahib wrote on behalf of the sons of Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA): 

So many Mureeds and guests come here to seek 
guidance and blessings. These Mureeds and guests will 
require guidance, Wazaif and hospitality of Lunger Sharif. If 
you kindly grant permission to one of your sons to continue 
your mission, so that the guidance and Lunger Sharif keep 
going for ever. 


As Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) saw the written message, he did not 
say any thing. Later on, when, again same written message 
was presented, he raised his hands and made Dua. He also 
said some thing but due to very weak voice, it could not be 
understood 


Later on that night, Sahabzada Khaja Fazal-ud-Din 
Sialvi (RA) kept expressing his grief in poetry. At one time 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) placed his hand on Sahabzada 
Khaja Fazal-ud-Din Sialvi (RA) expressing his love for him. 
When Sahabzada Khaja Fazal-ud-Din Sialvi (RA) requested 
for guidance, Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
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Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) pointed towards Hazrat Khaja 
Allah-Buksh Tonsvi (RA) 


After some time, Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) asked those who were 
present that, "Is it day break or not yet?" He repeated this 
question two three times. Then he asked, "What day is today 
and what is the date toady?" Some one submitted, "It is 
Friday and Saffar 24." 


Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) picked Tasbeeh in his hand 
and said Darood Sharif few times. When it was Fajr, Hazrat 
Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi 
(RA) said two Rakat Fardh with moving hands only. After 
that Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) began Zikr. Then he looked at 
the gathering, as if to say goodbye. 


Then Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) turned his face towards Qibla There 
was slight movement in his body. At that time the spirit of 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin 
Sialvi (RA) departed from this world. 


To Allah (SWT) we belong, and to Him is our return. 
The Quran (II-156) 
Naturally this sadden every body. It was hard for 
everybody including Sahabzadgan and Dervish to control 
their tears and cries. 


After sunrise, arrangements for Ghusal, Kafin and 
Janaza began. It was decided to give Ghusal in the south west 
corner of the garden. Following persons were selected to 
participate in the Ghusal: 

Molvee Moazam-ud-Din Marwalvi, Molvee Ghulam 
Farid Pharuka, Mian Berkhodar Pharuka, Ghulam Yaseen, 
Fatah Mohammad Magrayli, Imam Buksh Nazar Brawer, 
Syed Ahmed Darvesh, Ahmed Yar Dhobi, Ahmed Din 
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Darvesh and Khaja Mohammad Saeed Shah Chishti Zanjani 
Lahori (RA), the compiler of Mira-tul-Aashaqeen. The 
Ghusal and Kafin of the body Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) was 
completed before Zuhar. 


The body of Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, 
Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was placed close to the 
Hujra of Sheikh Sahib. Molvee Mohammad Moazam-ud-Din 
Marwalvi was requested to lead Sala-tul-Janaza. Thousands 
of people including many Syeds, landlords and ordinary 
villagers joined in Sala-tul-Janaza. 


After Sala-tul-Janaza, Sala-tuz-Zuhar was offered in 
Jamaat. Then all the people gathered around the body of 
Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA). Miroo Qawal and Mohammad 
recited grieving poems. Then the body of Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was 
placed in the casket and buried in the grave. 


It was all over before Sala-tul-Asr. After that most of 
the people left except few close one, who remained there. 
People began to come and offer Fataih for Hazrat Khaja 
Sialvi (RA). Every day five or six goats were slaughtered for 
these guests who came for Fataih. 


On the third day of departure of Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) 
many people gathered. Khatum of Qul Sharif was said. A 
Rupee to some and half a Rupee to others was distributed as 
Tabarak. 


On the fourth day of departure of Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA), 
each Dervish was given a Turban and an expensive Lunggi

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) foretold about his departure from 
this world 39 days in advance. On Monday, Muharram 15, 
1300 at the time of Chasht, Hijri Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
called his son (Hazrat Khaja) Mohammad-ud-Din Sialvi (RA) 
to his Hujra and asked other people to leave them alone. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) said to his son: 

"Dear son, you must know that I have gone through 
different times. My grandfather was a well-to-do landlord. He 
owned lot of cattle. My father, like his father, was also well- 
to-do. 

Since, I made Baya with Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA), 
my worldly resources began to disappear. So, some days 
passed on my that I had nothing to eat for weeks. But, I did 
not disclose this to anybody. 

Now, with the blessings of Allah (SWT), I have many 
things including thousands of Rupees. I could have owned 
land and worldly possessions. I do not love this temporary 
world. However, two things are inheritance of our Mashaikh 
and they are very dear to me. 

One is love for Dervishes and the second in 
submission to Murshid. I keep practicing both of these two 
things uptill today. When Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) left this 
world, there was debt of few thousand Rupees left. However 
Allah (SWT) protected us from debt and we have few 
thousand Rupees extra left. You should spend this money for 
Dervishes and guests. Any left over amount, you should 
divide among yourselves, all three brothers. You should 
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always be steadfast on the following four things: 


l- Tawwakkal 
2- Tasleem 

3- Sabre 

4- Qana-at. 


At this point Sahabzada (Hazrat Khaja) Mohammad- 
ud-Din Sialvi (RA) submitted to Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) 
that: 

I do not need money or any other material 
possessions. I am in need for the blessings, which came 
through previous generations of our great Murshads. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) said, "Take and accept the worldly 
inheritance, Allah (SWT) will bless you with the spiritual 
inheritance also." 


At this point, Molvee Moazam-ud-Din Marwalvi 
submitted to Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA), "I request that the 
distribution of the inheritance should be postponed. One of 
the Sahabzada should be permitted to go to Tonsa Sharif. On 
his return, we will carry all your commands including the 
distribution of inheritance." 


Sahabzada (Hazrat Khaja) Mohammad-ud-Din Sialvi 
(RA) submitted, "We wish that Allah (SWT) blesses you with 
forty more in your life. 

Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) remained quite for a while and then 
said,"O my son, I do not think that | have even forty days to 
live. I have made prayer to Allah (SWT) that I may have 
same age as of my Murshid - Hazrat Khaja Tonsvi (RA) It 
may’be that my life is coming to an end, as my Murshid 
departed from this world in this very month of Saffar." 


When the Sahabzada heard this, he began to cry 
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loudly. 
Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) said: 

"O my son, I was going to disclose many more 
secrets, but, look like, you do not have capacity. You should 
control your cries. This was just a little talk." 

O my son, life in this world is temporary. "Every soul 
in this world must taste death". 


Then, Hazrat Khaja Sialvi (RA) said, "O my son, I 
said these things about inherence now, because when death 
approached to a person, he should be turning his attention to 
his Lord and not to his sons or friends, talking about material 
things." 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA)then said, "O my son, Allah (SWT) 
has said:

You know my 
condition, you should come back as soon as possible." 


Sahabzada (Hazrat Khaja) Fazal-ud-Din Sialvi (RA) 
promised to come back soon and he left for Tonsa Sharif. He 
came back on Saffar 21. 


Hazrat Khaja Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad 
Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) was very weak with fever but he did 
talk and said few things to his son. 


It was Friday Saffar 24, 1300 Hijri that Hazrat Khaja 
Shamsul Aarafeen, Mohammad Shamsuddin Sialvi (RA) left 
this world.
